Drawings 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 184(p)(5) 
because they include the following reference sign{s) not mentioned in the description: 
reference numbers 4 and 8 in Figs. 1-3. A proposed drawing correction, corrected 
drawings, or amendment to the specification to add the reference sign(s) in the 
description, are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 



Claim Objections 

Claims 1-17 are objected to because of the following informalities: Claim 1 is 
recites the limitation "the left projector", "the left projector" and "the right projector" in 
sections a, d and e of the claim. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation 
in the claim. Claims 2-17 fall with their parent claim. Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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Claims 1-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Vlahos, U.S. Patent No. 6,454,415 in view of Fellinger, U.S. Patent No. 5,270,820. 

Vlahos discloses a "method for projecting an image onto a projection screen 
without said image being projected onto a presenter moving about in front of said 
screen, and without said presenter casting a shadow"(see col. 1, lines 44-53 and FIGS. 
1-9), except for "a) generating a left and right correction of an image simultaneously 
projected onto said screen from each of two positions that are off-axis on opposite sides 
of the centerline of said screen and where both projections of said image register on 
said saeen as a single image", "b) generating a center of mass of said presenter's 
silhouette", and "c) locating a vertical join line on said screen directly behind said 
presenters center of mass". 

Fellinger discloses a method and apparatus for tracking a pointing device in a 
video field, which determines the location of the left or right position of the lowest left 
value and the highest right value along with centerline 57 of foreground subject 51 in 
front of background subject 55 to determine the position of pointing device 53 (see col. 
4, lines 15-28 and Figs. 1-3). 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to provide the "method for projecting an image..." of the Vlahos 
reference with the method and apparatus for tracking a pointing device of the Felinger 
reference in order to determine whether the left or right side of the subject should be 
prevented from being illuminated by the projected graphics projected by the "projector" 
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in the Vlahos reference, thus providing a shorter and more efficient signal for inhibiting 
the projector.
